1 . (currently amended) A point of sale terminal device capable of communicating 
information with an automatic change dispenser capable of accepting and dispensing cash, 
comprising: 

a display unit that displavs, in response to a request bv a cashier, an amount of cash 
accepted bv the automatic change dispenser: 

a manual input unit that roco i voo is enabled to receive from arthe cashier a manually input 
amount of rejected cash rejected by the automatic change dispense r after the display unit has 
displayed the amount of accepted cash : 

a deposit calculation unit that receives from the automatic change dispenser afl-the 
amount of easti-accepted by tho automat i c chanao d i sponso r cash . and calculates total amount 
of deposited cash that has been deposited by a customer by adding the amount of accepted 
cash and the amount of rejected cash; and 

a change calculation unit that calculates an amount of change to be paid back to the 
customer based on the total amount of deposited cash, and instructs the automatic change 
dispenser to dispense the amount of change. 

2. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal device according to claim 1 , 
further comprising a payment instruction unit that instructs the automatic change dispenser to 
refund the accepted cash, when there is request for cancellation of transaction after the 
automatic change dispenser has accepted the accepted cash.

4. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal device according to claim 3, 
further comprising a key, wherein the display unit displays the amount of accepted cash when 
the key is operated. 
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5. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal device according to claim 1 , 
further comprising a totaling unit that separately calculates a total of the amounts of the 
accepted cash that has been accepted by the automatic change dispenser over a predetermined 
period of time and a total of the amount of -the -rejected cash that have been manually input 
through the manual input unit over the predetermined period of time. 

6. (currently amended) A point of sale terminal system comprising a point of sale 
terminal device and an automatic change dispenser capable of accepting and dispensing cash, 
wherein the POS terminal device includes 

a display unit that displays, in response to a request by a cashier, an amount of cash 
accepted by the automatic change dispenser: 

a manual input unit that r e c ei v e s is enabled to receive from athe cashier a manually input 
amount of rejected cash rejected by anthe automatic change dispense r after the display unit has 
displayed the amount of accepted cash : 

a deposit calculation unit that receives from the automatic change dispenser an amount 
of accepted cash acc e pted by the automatic chang e disp e nser , and calculates a total amount of 
deposited cash that has been deposited by a customer by adding the amount of accepted cash 
and the amount of rejected cash; and 

a change calculation unit that calculates an amount of change to be paid back to the 
customer based on the total amount of deposited cash, and instructs the automatic change 
dispenser to dispense the amount of change. 

7. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal system according to claim 6, 
wherein the POS terminal device further includes a payment instruction unit that instructs the 
automatic change dispenser to refund the accepted cash, when there is request for cancellation 
of transaction after the automatic change dispenser has accepted the accepted cash. 

8. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal system according to claim 6, 
wherein the POS terminal device further includes a display unit that displays the amount of 
accepted cash, wherein the manual input unit -receives the amount of rejected cash after the 
display unit has displayed the amount of accepted cash. 

9. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal system according to claim 8, 
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wherein the POS terminal device further includes a key, wherein the display unit displays the 
amount of accepted cash when the key is operated. 

1 0. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal system according to claim 6, 
wherein the POS terminal device further includes a totaling unit that separately calculates, a total 
of the amounts of the accepted cash that has been accepted by the automatic change dispenser 
over a predetermined period of time and a total of the amounts of the rejected cash that have 
been manually input through the manual input unit over the predetermined period of time. 

1 1 . (currently amended) A method of controlling a point of sale terminal device, the 
point of sale terminal device capable of communicating information with an automatic change 
dispenser capable of accepting and dispensing cash, comprising: 

r e o ei v i nq displavinq. in response to a request by a cashier, an amount of cash accepted 
by the automatic chanqe dispenser: 

being enabled to receive from ar-the cashier a manually input amount of rejected cash 
rejected by the automatic change dispense r after the amount of accepted cash has been 
displayed ; 

receiving from the automatic change dispenser afi-the amount of accepted cash 
acc e ptod by th e automat i c chang e d i sp e ns e r ; 

calculating total amount of deposited cash that has been deposited by a customer by 
adding the amount of accepted cash and the amount of rejected cash; and 

calculating an amount of change to be paid back to the customer based on the total 
amount of deposited cash, and instructing the automatic change dispenser to dispense the 
amount of change. 

1 2. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 1 , further comprising 
instructing the automatic change dispenser to refund the accepted cash-c, when there is request 
for cancellation of transaction after the automatic change dispenser has accepted the accepted 
cash. 

1 3. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 1 , further comprising 
displaying the amount of accepted cash, wherein the amount of rejected cash is received after 
the amount of accepted cash has been displayed. 
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14. (previously presented) The method according to claim 13, further comprising 
operating a key, wherein the amount of accepted cash is displayed when the key has been 
operated. 

1 5. (previously presented) The method according to claim 1 1 , further comprising 
separately calculating a total of the amounts of the accepted cash that has been accepted by the 
automatic change dispenser over a predetermined period of time, and a total of the amounts of 
the rejected cash that have been manually input over the predetermined period of time. 

16. (currently amended) A computer proqram readable storage medium containing 
instructions for controlling a point of sale terminal device, the point of sale terminal device 
connected to an automatic change dispenser capable of accepting and dispensing cash, 
wherein the instructions, when executed by a compute r program mak i ng , cause the po i nt of sa le 
t e rminal d e v i c e e x e out e computer to perform : 



accepted by the automatic change dispenser: 

being enabled to receive from the cashier a manually input amount of rejected cash 
rejected by the automatic change dispenser after the amount of accepted cash has been 
displayed ; 

receiving from the automatic change dispenser afi-the amount of accepted cash 
acc e pt e d by th e automat i c chang e d i sp e ns e r ; 

calculating a total amount of deposited cash that has been deposited by a customer by 
adding the amount of accepted cash and the amount of rejected cash; and 

calculating an amount of change to be paid back to the customer based on the total 
amount of deposited cash, and instructing the automatic change dispenser to dispense the 
amount of change. 

1 7. (currently amended) The computer program readable storage medium according 
to claim 16, wherein the instructions, when executed by computer, cause the computer to further 
perform: 

making the point of sale terminal device execute instructing the automatic change 
dispenser to refund the accepted cash, when there is request for cancellation of transaction after 
the automatic change dispenser has accepted the accepted cash.

1 9. (currently amended) The computer proqram readable storage medium according 
to claim 16, wherein the instructions, when executed by computer, cause the computer to further 

separately calculating a total of the amounts of the accepted cash that has been 
accepted by the automatic change dispenser over a predetermined period of time, and a total of 
the amounts of the rejected cash that have been manually input over the predetermined period 
of time. 

20. (currently amended) A computer program readable storage medium containing 
instructions for controlling a point of sale terminal device via a network, the point of sale terminal 
device capable of communicating information with an automatic change dispenser capable of 
accepting and dispensing cash, wherein the instructions, when executed by compute r program 
mak i ng a , cause the computer exeetrt eto further perform : 

transmitting, in response to a request from the point of sale terminal device, an amount 
of accepted cash accepted by the automatic change dispenser; 

r e c ei v i ng from displaying, in response to a request by a cashie r, the amount of accepted 

cash; 

being enabled to receive from the cashier a manually input amount of rejected cash 
rejected by the automatic change dispenser after the amount of accepted cash has been 
transmitted and displayed ; 

calculating total amount of deposited cash that has been deposited by a customer by 
adding the amount of accepted cash and the amount of rejected cash; and 

calculating an amount of change to be paid back to the customer based on the total 
amount of deposited cash, and instructing the automatic change dispenser to dispense the 
amount of change. 

21 . (currently amended) The computer program readable storage medium according 
to claim 20, wherein the instructions, when executed by computer, cause the computer to further 
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compr i s i nq perform: 

separately calculating a total of the amounts of the accepted cash that has been 
accepted by the automatic change dispenser over a predetermined period of time, and a total of 
the amounts of the rejected cash that have been manually input over the predetermined period 
of time. 

22. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal device according to claim 5, 
further comprising: 

a drawer that stores the rejected cash; and 
an output unit that outputs: 

a total amount of cash stored in the automatic cash dispenser and a total amount of cash 
stored in the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time, 

the calculated total of the amounts of accepted cash over the predetermined period of 

time, 

the calculated total of the amounts of rejected cash over the predetermined period of 

time, 

a calculated total of the amounts of change paid back to customers over the 
predetermined period time, and 

a calculated total amount of cash that is supposed to be stored in the automatic cash 
dispenser and the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time. 

23. (previously presented) The point of sale terminal system according to claim 1 0, 
wherein the PCS terminal device further comprises: 

a drawer that stores the rejected cash; and 
an output unit that outputs: 

a total amount of cash stored in the automatic cash dispenser and a total amount of cash 

stored in the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time, 

the calculated total of the amounts of accepted cash over the predetermined period of 

time, 

the calculated total of the amounts of rejected cash over the predetermined period of 

time, 

a calculated total of the amounts of change paid back to customers over the 
predetermined period of time, and 

a calculated total amount of cash that is supposed to be stored in the automatic cash 
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dispenser and the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time. 

24. (previously presented) The method according to claim 15, further comprising: 
storing in a drawer the rejected cash; and 

outputting: 

a total amount of cash stored in the automatic cash dispenser and a total amount of cash 
stored in the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time, 

the calculated total of the amounts of accepted cash over the predetermined period of 

time, 

the calculated total of the amounts of rejected cash over the predetermined period of 

time, 

a calculated total of the amounts of change paid back to customers over the 
predetermined period of time, and 

a calculated total amount of cash that is supposed to be stored in the automatic cash 
dispenser and the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time. 

25. (previously presented) The computer program according to claim 19, further 

comprising: 

storing in a drawer the rejected cash; and 

outputting a total amount of cash stored in the automatic cash dispenser and a total 
amount of cash stored in the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time, 

the calculated total of the amounts of accepted cash over the predetermined period of 
time, the calculated total of the amounts of rejected cash over the predetermined period of time, 

a calculated total of the amounts of change paid back to customers over the 
predetermined period of time, and 

a calculated total of cash that is supposed to be stored in the automatic cash dispenser 
and the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time. 

26. (previously presented) The computer program according to claim 21 , further 
comprising: 

storing in a drawer the rejected cash; and 
outputting: 

a total amount of cash stored in the automatic cash dispenser and a total amount of cash 
stored in the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time. 
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the calculated total of the amounts of accepted cash over the predetermined period of 

time, 

the calculated total of the amounts of rejected cash over the predetermined period of 

time, 

a calculated total of the amounts of change paid back to customers over the 
predetermined period of time, and 

a calculated total amount of cash that is supposed to be stored in the automatic cash 
dispenser and the drawer at the end of the predetermined period of time. 
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
